Governor of Hawaii Sends 


His Letter to the 


President, 


HONOLULU, June 23.—Gov- 


ernor Carter mailed his resigna- 
tion to President 
Roosevelt on 


Wednesday. 
He will leave here 


on June 28 for 
Washington to 


discuss the matter 
of his retire- 


ment from the Governorship. He 
has been in cable correspondence 
with the President regarding it 


, and has received permission to go 
' to the capital for a personal in- 
terview. 


Governor Carter says he has 


urged President Roosevelt to ac- 
cept his resignation and appoint a 
successor. 
His action, it is de- 


clared, was not due to the election 
of A. M. Brown as high sheriff, 
but had been under consideration 
for some time. It was first writ- 
ten oat on June 6, but was held 
on the advice of friends who asked 
him not to send it to Washington. 


The resignation was the cul- 


mination of a long series of events 
which led Governor Carter to the 
conclusion that he could 
be of 


more service to the 
territory of 


Hawaii outside the gubernatorial 
chair than in that position. 


Territorial Secretary Atkinson 


arrived today from China. He had 
been regarded as likely to succeed 
Governor Carter. This has been 
found to be impossible, as he is 
only 34 years old, while the law 
requires the Governor to be at 
least 35 years of age. Among 
those mentioned as possible 
ap- 


pointees to the office are H. E. 
Cooper, W. O. 
Smith, Edward 


Tenney, H. P. Baldwin and Sena- 
tor Dowsett.

in the Anti-saloon League. There has 
been intimations from, time to time 
that a battle between the saloon men 
and the an ti -saloon forces was Immi- 
nent, but the pe^iyon that is now in 
the hands of 
the City Council will 


bring the matter to a crisis. . The pe- 
tition is as fallows: 


"Whereas, The membership of the 


Knights of the Royal Arch comprises 
men who are engaged in . the liquor 
business in the City of Oakland; and, 


"Whereas, It is all important that 


the character and standing of appli- 
cants for liquor permits and licenses 
hould be carefully scrutinized by our 
City Council in order that the peaco 
and good order of our community may 
not be jeopardized; 


"Therefore, !be it Resolved, By "Oak- 


land Lodge No. 3, '.Knights 
of 
the 


Royal Arch, that it is the sense of this 
lodge that we proffer our assistance 
to the City Council of the City of'Oa.k- 
land in the matter of investigating tha 
character 
and fitness of ' applicants 


for liquor permits and licenses, and to 
this end, that -we co-operate with the 
said City Council and fully investi- 
gate each and every petition and ap- 
plication for liquor permits that said 
City Council may desire us to invesr 
tigate, for the purpose of determin- 
ing the character and fitness of 
the 


applicant to carry on the'saloon busi- 
jiess in the City of Oakland, and that 
in such cases we report the result of 
our investigations to said City Coun- 
cil,-, be it further 


"Resolved, That we urgently request 


the Council of the City o£ Oakland to 
amend 
the liquor license 
ordinance 


now in force so that provision may be- 
made by said ordinance that a permit 
for a license when once granted shall 
operate to entitle the holder thereof 
to conduct the liquor business at the 
place or locality for which the same 
is granted so long as he shall con- 
tinue to carry on said business in an 
orderly, lawful manner, without the 
necessity of renewing such permits 
every year, as now provided by said 
ordinance, and that in the event the 
person to whom the permit is grant- 
ed shall sell and transfer his business, 
that the person or 'persons so pur- 
chasing such 
business, if 
suitable 


and proper persons, shall be entitled to 
carry on the business under a. permit 
thereupon to.be issued to them. And 
be it further 


"Resolved,' That it is--the sense of 


this lodge'that the number of saloons 
in the City of 'Oakland be limited, and 
to this end we recommend that the 
Council, of the City of Oakland take 
the necessary Fteps to ascertain the 
number of licensed saloons and places 
where liquors, are- .sold in. this city, 
and that .-'no licenses be granted here- 
after to any person or persons in ex- 
cess of the number of licenses now in 
force and outstanding.".

C. Anita .Whitney, secretary of 


the Associated Charities, has brought 
to the attention of the officials of the 
Board of Health a. case of/ neglect, 
which if the allegations of Miss Whit- 
ney be true, are unparalleled in the 
city. She .makes the accusation that 
John Marks, who resides at 241 Hanna 
street, .is permitting his wife, who is 
.11 with a wasting disease, to lie on a 
bed of sickness without medical aid 
and not enough food to keep body and 
soul together. 
Miss Whitney states 


that Marks Js working every day, "but 
that he locks up his house in 
the 


morning and comes home at night and 
threatens to shoot any one who at- 
tempts to interfere with his domestic 
affairs. While he" is away from home 
the wife, Miss Whitney saysi is left 
sometimes with a crust of bread to eat 
and sometimes not. 


This condition of affairs, Miss Whit- 


ney states, Is tinctured with barbaric 
cruelty, and she intends calling on 
both the Board of Health and the po- 
ice to compel the husband to treat his 
wife like a human being. This is the 
story Miss Whitney 
told 
Secretary 


Planer of the Board of 
Health this 


morning: 


"The 
neighbors 
of 
-Mrs. Marks 


brought.the sad case to: my attention 
and I called at the house. The flrst 
thing that Mr. Marks did was to show 
me into a room -where he had two ri- 
fles. He pointed at them and said: 
•Any one whp_attempts to ,come here 
will get something out of those bar- 
rels.' I visited, the wife and her need 
of medical attendance was maue in- 
stantly Apparent by her looks. 
She 


needs a doctor badly. Her husband 
refuses to allow his wife to go to the 
county hospital or to receive medical 
attention in her own home.; She tells 
me that during the day she is often 
only left with a crust of bread. I am 
satisfied.that it is a case that the city 
authorities should <kke up. 


"From whit has been told me by 


neighbors the husband will not allow 
his wife to secure medical attendance 
because of the c6st. I thought that 
the "Health 
Office" might attend 
the 


poor woman and relieve her suffering. 
There is no reason why in a com- 
munity like this a husband should be 
allowed to take the life of his wife 
like this."

ST. PETERSBURG, June 23.—There 


is not likely to' be any further move 
in the direction o£ an armistice unti 
the 
plenipotentiaries are 
appointed 


and the date of their meeting defi- 
nitely, fixed. 


Japan seems to be unwilling to dis 


cuss any new issue until these two 
questions are settled. This does no 
necessarily mean that all hope of ar 
ranging a suspension of hostilities be 
fore the meeting has disappeared, bu 
as an intention of Japan's mood, it in 
creases the doubt as to whether sh 
could be induced to relinquish tem- 
porarily strategic advantages 
which 


she believes she enjoys. 


• Indeed, it might raise the suspicion 
of sparring for time until Field Mar- 
shal Oyama has developed his offen- 
sive and is actually in process of de- 
livering his blow, when Japan could 
easily plead that it was too late. 


The delay in settling the matter of 


the plenipotentiaries is therefore al! 
the more deplored by those desiring 
to avoid further bloodshed. 


Both countries seem perfectly wil- 


ling to name negotiators., bat each 
evidently desires the other to show 
its hand flrst.

The retirement of Grand Duke Alexis! 
as high admiral, and of Alexieffi as vice- | 
roy of the Far Bast and the* suppression 
of the Far Eastern committee in quick 
succession is the best evidence that Japan 
could need that the Emperor has washed 
his hands of the whole Manchurian ad- 
venture. 
The liberal press greets the demise of 
the Far Eastern committee with a howl 
of exultation as being the final blow to 
the policy which led to the present war. 
The Slovo. M. Witte's organ, attributes 
the origin of the war to the later Interior 
Minister von Plehve and concludes: 
"The_ black page which preceded the 
bloody pages of the book of our Fair 
Eastern affairs has at last been tourn out 
by the Emperor and all Russia will re- 
joice." 


After the labor disturbances of January 
22, which resulted in much bloodshed In 
St. Petersburg, it was reported that

been discharged, and had a short absence,

FORFEIT MONEY. 


The open shop restaurants have agreed 
that union wages and hours of 1904 snau 
be continued and not reduced and have 
deposited forfeit money to insure the 
performance of such agreement, but tney 
cannot sign the union contract and con- 
tinue to control their own business ana 
restaurants ,_ 
When the Cooks' and Waiters strike 
was called on June 3, 1905, the honest 
and Intelligent union men, refused to go 
out for they had no grievance and all 
such men will be protected by the em- 
P The members of the Restaurant Keep- 
ers' Protective Association have resolved 
to stand ,for the open shop, and while 
they will do right for honest, sober and 
competent cooks and waiters, they will not 
sign away their rights and liberties to 
anv Irresponsible labor union nor admit 
upon their premises, any prying, walking 
delegate, or other representative of the 
laboi unions, composed of men who .are 
generally incompetent to manage busi- 
ness for themselves or anyone else

PRESIDENT AND CABINET MEMBERS 


CONSIDER IMniQRATION 


OF CHINESE. 


Situation is Regarded as Serious—Roosevelt Says 


Laws Must be Enforced But Mongolians Shall 


Receive Fair and Just Treatment. , 


WASHINGTON, June 23 The exe- 


cution of the Chinese laws and immi- 
gration to this country constituted th» 
principal topic of today's meeting ot 
the Cabinet It was the last meeting of 
the Cabinet to be held before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt shall leave Washington 
for the summer 


The situation is regarded both by 


the President and the members of his 
Cabinet as serious 
As Secretary Taft 


phrased it, there seems to be 
more 


trouble over the administration of the 
law than in the law itself 
In fact, he 


expressed the belief that too much 
time was spent in developing evidence 
against Chinese who presumably were 
entitled to enter the country. 


The President made it clear at the 


meeting today that he -was determined 
the Chinese should have fair treat- 
ment under the law, whenever they 


applied for admission to this country 
at any port He believed this was not 
only in the interest of American man- 
ufacturers and business men butvno 
more than just to the Chinese. 


While no 
dednlte 
decision 
war 


reached at today's meeting, it was gen- 
erally expressed opinion that the ami- 
cable diplomatic and trade relations 
which this country has always main- 
tained with China should be contin- 
ued if possible. 


To this end Secretary Hay wni tak» 


action on behalf of this country. The 
report that the commercial guilds of 
China have entered into a harl and 
fast agreement to boycott American 
made goods has iad a disturbing effect 
on Americon producers interested in 
the Chinese trade It will be the effort 
of this government to endeavor to cor- 
rect any misapprehension that ma> 
exist in China as to the purpose of 


the exclusion laws 
There la no dis- 


position to exclude fro^-v the country 
any classes of Chinese vho are exempt 
from tne operation of tfcs exclusion 


Secretary Metcalf of the Department of 


Commerce a.nrt Labor, who has direct 
supervision of the immigration bureau, 
does not belie\e that unnecessary harsh- 
nics is used in the enforcement ot the 
law, but is investigating the subject with 
a view to correcting any evils of adminis- 
tration that may have developed 
He pointed out at the Cabinet meeting 
today that the United States trade witfi 
China in cotton goods alone for the ten 
fiscal months past had aggregated twenty- 
one million as against three million for 
the previous fiscal year 
He hoped this 
trade would not be disturbed through any 
misunderstanding and expressed the be- 
lief that it would not be 
All the members of the Cabinet were 
present at the meeting It was the last 
Cabinet meeting which Secretary Morton 
will probably attend, as he expects to 
formally sever his connection with the 
administration on the 30th 
Meanwhile 
he will spend much of his time In New 
Tork attending to his new duties in con- 
nection with the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society 
He will be in Washington on 
the 30th inst. to turn over the Navy De- 
partment to his successor. Chatles W.

Has Not Been Fairly Re- 


ported in Section 


of the Press, 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 23.—The of- 


ficial interpretation 
of 
the Emperor's 


speech, to the delegation of the Zemst- 
voist and Mayors at Peterhof June 10 
Is given in the following1 circular sent 
by the Minister of the Interior to all the 
newspapers: 


"The words pronounced by the Em- 


peror during the reception of the mem- 
bers of the Zemstvos of the municipali- 
ties have been incorrectly interpreted by 
a portion of the periodical press, and 
several newspapers have gone so far 'as 
to deduce therefrom the arbitrary con- 
clusion that the Emperor's words implied 
an extension of the imperial rescript of 
March 3 to the Minister of the Interior 
in the sense of a convocation of repre- 
sentatives of the people on the basis of 
the constitutions of countries of Western 
Europe, where it was clearly shown by 
the Emperor's words that the conditions 
of such a convocation were to be based 
on an order of things corresponding to 
Russia's autocratic principles, and His 
Majesty's words contain absolutely not 
the least indication of the possibility of 
modifying1 the fundamental laws of the 
empire. 


"Consequently the central administra- 


tion of press affairs by order of the 
Minister of the Interior informs all pub- 
lications appearing 
without 
censorship 


that the Emperor's words can be pub- 
lished only in the form in which they 
were reported in the Official Messenger, 
without additions or abbreviations, and 
In .order to prevent distortion of the sig- 
nificance of the imperial words °3t is 
found necessary to prohibit the publica- 
tion in the press of any kind of deduc- 
tion or interpretations which do not ac- 
cord "with the direct and clear meaning 
of the Emperor's, utterances."

Canal Commission. Circumstances indicate that there is friction be- 
tween the actual working end on the isthmus and the administrative 
end in the United States. Apparently there is a lack of harmony 
between the medical department under Colonel Gorgas and the en- 
gineering department under John F. Wallace. The latter has sudden- 
ly packed up and returned to the United States, accompanied by his 
family.

Since March about one hundred cases of yellow 
fever have developed among the canal employes, and fear of the disease 
is causing many subordinates in the engineering and mechanical de- 
partments to throw up their positions and return home.

Wallace is reported to be disgusted at the failure to eliminate yellow 
fever.

ment of the canal zone, which is directed by Governor Magoon, are so 
restrictive of personal liberty as to cause loud, complaint from 
the 


American employes, who assert that life in the canal strip under present 
conditions is worse than being in prison. Doubtless these complaints 
are exaggerated, but they are none the less embarrassing and add to 
the discords in the work of construction. The situation has suddenly 
become so acute that the President and Secretary Taft will have to 
take hold and straighten matters out.

As a fact, he did not have a good character, but only 
bore a good reputation—quite a different thing.

Monumental Stupidity. 


The patriotic people of San Francisco desired to erect a monu- 


ment to the late William McKinley. Monuments are erected to per- 
jetuate the names and fame of great men. They should in some man- 
ler be commemorative of the field upon which the hero to whose 
memory they are erected achieved distinction. The name and fame 
of military heroes are best perpetuated by equestrian statues, or are 
ndicated by military insignia, epaulettes and sword. 


Statesmen are usually distinguished by wearing a Roman toga. 


It is therefore incomprehensible that when the people of San Francisco 
desired to perpetuate the name and the virtues of William McKinley 
hey were content with a design, wrought in stone, of a woman, who, 
udging from the woe-begone expression of her countenance, and the 
achrymose dejection of the whole figure, is a woman "of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief." 


It may be asked: How does an over-grown stone woman ex- 


press to the mind of the visitor from foreign lands the virtues for which 
William McKinley was distinguished? In what way does the effigy 
of a woman express to the mind the services of William McKinley to 
lis country? 'Does a stone woman, labelled: "A Monument to Wil- 
iam McKinley," give the slightest intimation that William McKinley 
was President of the United States for four years and a few months? 
Does the dejected attitude and sorrowful mein commemorate the sig- 
nature of President McKinley to the Dingley Bfll? 


Obviously the designer has sought to perpetnate the bereavement 


of the nation at the death of the late President. In this he may have 
achieved a measureable success, but a monument to the assassination of 
an individual is not a monument erected in gratitude for the services 


rendered his country and his kind. This being- obvious it is absurd 


to call this travesty a monument to William .McKinley. It is in no 
way reminiscent of the man, his personality, his name, his services, his 
patriotism, or any other attribute in his character. He was ruthless- 
ly assassinated, and the people of San Francisco have erected a monu- 
ment to this last event in his history. Such an effigy would have 
been appropriate in a funeral ensemble on the street on the day of his 
funeral, to be removed and stored with the other habiliments of woe 
for the next appropriate occasion. But to attempt to memoralize the 
greatness of the man by the effigy of a sorrowful woman is to indulge 
in a symbolism too subtle for the average understanding, and upon the 
whole may not inappropriately be termed "monumental stupidity."

WATER HELPS TREES. 


Important Irrigation Experiments 


By Professor in Southern 


California. 


JUNE 23,19O5 


BERKELEY, June 23.—Back from 


Southern California has come Profes- 
sor Samuel 'Fortier, associate professor 
, of irrigation .at the University of Cali- 


fornia, where he has been engaged In 
conducting 
investigations 
that will 


lead to a solution of the problem of 
irrigation in the orange orchards of 
that section. 
Dr. i R. H. I/oughridge, 


who accompanied Professor Fortier to 
the new field is still at 
Riverside, 


where he will remain until the opening 
of the college year in August. 


Several lines of investigation are al- 


repdy under way at Pomona, but the 
work started .by Professor Former at 
Iliver'slde is the first work done by the 
department of irrigation south of Te- 
hachapi. 
The field experiments 
at 


Riverside will have for their object 
the determination of what becomes of 
the water used in Irrigating the or- 
ange and lemon orchards of the vi- 
cinity. 
In this region as well as In the other 


orange districts of Southern Califor- 
nia, a wide variation exists 
among 


growers in the methods of applying 
water to land. While all orange grow- 
ers apply water in furrows, there is 
still little' uniformity in the size and 
number "of furrows-used. At one time 
nearly - all growers applied water 
In 


numerous small furrows, thereby sat- 
urating the surface of the orchard. 
Such a practice is now believed by the 
best farmers to result in much waste 
of water. 
By a complete series of soil mois- 


ture tesjts which Dr. Loughridge car- 
Tied 
on in orchards simultaneously 


with irrigation, where both small and 
large furrows are used. Dr. Loughridge 
will determine the method .ot irrigation 
that results in the least waste-of wat- 
er. While this data is being collected 
a large number of water tests will be 
made and in this connection .it. will 
be pointed out what relation the yield 
of an orchard has with the amount of 
water used in its irrigation. " "

At the nert meeting of the directors 


of the Industrial Home for the Blind 
steps will be taken to decide upon plans 
for the proposed new factory which Is 
to supplant the old factory connected 
with tfie institution, under an appropria- 
tion of .{25,000 which was made at the 
last session of the Legislature. 


The directors have already given con- 


siderable thought to the Interior arrange- 
ment of the new shop, and while several 
plans have been suggested, none of them 
have as yet received the sanction of the 
full board. 
The deferring of action in 


the premises has been decided upon to 
give directors time to return from sotial 
and business trips in the East. 
It Is 


not expected, 
however, that 
Director 


Kahn, who Is in Europe and who will 
not return for 
at 
least a couple of 


months, will be able to act on the mat- 
ter until the time arrives for the award- 
ing of the contract. 


The appropriation referred to will not 


be available until after January 1 ot 
next year, but it is the purpose of the 
directors 
to 
inaugurate work on the 


structure at the latest by September 1 
of this year. 
This idea -Has been In- 


spired by the hope of getting the build- 
ing under cover before the winter rains 
set in, and thus save the inmates frojn 
the 'annojance and Illness consequent 
upon the rain from leaky roofs falling 
upon them while at work In the shop. 
It is thought a contractor will be easilj 
found who would be willing to wait fol 
his money for the erection of the build- 
ing until after the State appropriation 
shall have become available.

was a dynamite explosion in
